MANAGERS HERE HEARD

HARRISBURG, Pa., May 12-—Sam _ “5S: 
®hubert, theatrical manager, died today 
at the Commonwealth Hotel, where he was 
taken soon after he escaped from the burn- 
ing wreck on the Pennsylvania Ra‘iroad 
here Wednesday night. 

Shubert’s mother and two sisters and his 
brother, J. J. Shubert, who came here from 
_New York yesterday as soon as_ they 
léarned of the accident, were with him 
when he died. His family physician, Dr. 
©. M. Leiser, who came here with a 
trained nurse, and Solomon Manheimer, a 
friend of the theatrical manager, were also 
with him. 

Abe Thalheimer, one of Mr. Shubert’s 
personal representatives, and his attorney, 
William Klein of New York, who were 
with him in the wreck, have almost en- 
tirely recovered from their injuries and 
will accompany the body to New York. 

Mr. Shubert and his companions were on 
their way to Pittsburg to close a lease for 
a theater in that city and were among the 
first to escape from the wreck.

He was a midget in size, frail 
and slight—a dark, nervous little man, who 
was untiring in body and mind and whose 
associates held him in deen affection. Com- 

titors called him a dreamer, but the 

ubert dreams were coming true in a way 
to astound all competition when Sam Shu- 
bert was killed in the heyday of his cnreer. 
he future course of the firm will he 
tched. for its holdings and interests are 
enormous. 

Mr. Shubert was due here within a few

NEW YORK, May 12.—Nan Patterson is 
free. 

In the Court of General Sessions today, 
where she stood trial for the murder of 
Caesar Young, and upon the recommenda- 
tion of District Attorney Jerome, the for- 
mer show girl was released upon her own 
recognizance without bail. 

Immediately afterward, Miss Patterson, 
accompanied by her devoted father and her 
faithful attorneys, Levy and O’'Rellly, left 
the court by tha Franklin street entrance, 
entered a carrage and was driven to the 
office of her lawyers in the New York 
World building. 

As the former Florodora girl stepped from 
the court building a crowd of about 2000 
persons which had gathered outside greeted 
her with lusty cheers and applause. Miss 
Patterson smiled apprectatively and hurried 
into the waiting carriage and was whisked 
away before the demonstration could go 
any further. 


Leaves for Washington. 


Acompanied by her father, Miss Patter- 
son will leave New York this evening for 
Washington to hasten to the bedside of her 
invalid mother. 

When District Attorney Jerome appeared 
‘before Recorder Goff to recommend the re- 
lease of Miss Patterson today the girl was

Of-promise case of Miss Edith Gibney of 
St. Louis against Klaus J. Steiner of Al- 
legheny, will go to the jury this afternoon. 

The attorneys decided just before the 
noon adjournment that they would intro- 
duce no more testimony and this after- 
noon is being taken up with addresses to 
the jury. 

Miss Gibney displays confidence in her 
case. Her counsel makes the claim that 
they have shown a contract to marry, and 
that it was deliberately broken by Steiner. 
The woman believes she will get the 
amount sued for, $50,000, or at least a grent- 
er portion of-it. Upon the outcome of this 
case depends whether or not a suit will be 
entered against the family of Steiner, which 
is accused of entering into a conspiracy to 
prevent the marriage of Steiner and Miss 
Gibney. She wants a verdict of $50,000 in 
this action. 

At the trial this morning Miss Gtbney, the 
plaintiff, wore a different dress and hat. 
She has been attired differently every day. 

Mrs. Steiner, the defendant's mother, Was 
called and questioned concerning Miss Gib- 
ney’s visit to the Steiner home. A letter 
written by Miss Gibney to Mr. Steiner was 
offered in evidence as exhibit A. The mis- 
sive was written shortly after Miss Gibney 
returned home.

YOUTH STOPS HORSE 
PURSUED BY AUTO 


He Leaps Into Flying Runabout 
and When Kicked Out Clings 
to Reins. 


Lawrence Harris was the hero of a stir- 
ring runaway Thursday night, in which 
he stopped a frantic horse at the peril of 


his life after being seriously injured. 

He is 19 years old and lives at 6150 Bart- 
mer avenue. = 

A horse belonging to Philip W. Gaus of 
6150 Plymouth avenue became frightened 
while at Beaumont and Pine streets and, 
drawing a Nght runabout, ran two miles 
into the western edge of fhe city. 

Many attempts were made to stop him, 
at one time an automobile racing alongside 
the runabout for several blocks on Delmar 
boulevard, the men trying in yain to grasp 
the loose reins-and stop the horse. 

Harris was standing at Bartmer und Ve 
Hodiamont avenues when he saw the horse 
running north on De Hodtamont, the run- 
about swinging te and fro behind, with 
several men pursuing and others trying to 
head off the horse. 

As the animal came alongside Harris he 
sprang into the street, grasped the rear of 
the runabout as {it whirled past him, and 
vaulted lightly into the vehicle. ‘Then he 
climbed to-its front and, stooping down, 
grasped the trailing reins. 

As he did so. however. he lost his bal- 
ance and strove to recover himself by plac- 
ing one hand on the flank of the gallop- 
ing horse. 

The animal kicked Harris, knocking him 
between the shafts under the horse’s feet. 

The front wheel: of the runabout passed 
over his left thigh, but he pluckily held 
onto the reins and was dragged along the 
Street, one shoulder being badly bruised. 

At Suburban and Hodlamont avenues 
the horse swerved in toward the sidewalk 
and the runabout was hurled against the 
curb with great violence. The shock threw 
the horse to the ground, breaking the 
shafts, and for a moment the animal lay 
stunned, 

Harris sprang to his feet and rushed 
to the horse's head, but saw that there 
was no danger of a continuation of the 
animal’s flight, and for the instant be- 
lleved that the horse had been killed by 
the collision and fall. 

In a few moments, however, the animal 
was again on its feet, dazed and stag- 
gering. and a little while later was re- 
stored by the police to its owner.

Frederick W. Mordaunt, Railroad 
Official, Says Iowa City Will 
Soon Own Structure Railroad 
Built to Get Better Facilities. 


“ARBITRARY HIDES REAL 
GREATNESS OF ST. LOUIS.” 


Wealthiest City but One of Size in 
Country, Its Progress Is Throt- 
tled, He Says, by River Tolls— 
Railroad Progress. 


‘St. Louis’ greatness can never be prop- 
erly measured until] the city is Nd of the 
bridge arbitrary,’’ said Frederick W. Mor- 
daunt of New York, railroad promoter and 
financial associate of R. J. Hartman, 
former vice-president of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the Jefferson Hotel Friday morning. 
“With possibly a single exception,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Mordaunt, “St. Louis, in propor- 
tion to its size and population, is the rich- 
est city in the United States. It is the 
natural gateway of the entire Mississippi 
valley, and the territory to the Southwest 
is making unprecedented progress in trade 
and commerce, 

‘Tt is not altogether the fault of the 
railroads that St Louls is suffering this 
hardship. The railroads are what the peo- 
ple make them and demand of them. 
‘Take our own case, for example. We 
are completing the St. Joseph, Albany & 
Des Molnes Railroad, which will gtve us a 
direct line from Central Iowa to the North- 
west. 

“To get into Des Molnes we had to cross 
the Raccoon river, The aity of Des Moines 
éntered into an agreement with the St. 
Joseph, Albany & Des Moines Railroad 
whereby the necessary franchises for the 
construction of the bridge were granted to 
the railroad company, on condition that 
after it had paid for itself the bridge prop- 
erty was to revert back to the municipal- 
ity. 

“When completed the bridge 
cost $150.009. 


will have 
Besides our own road the 
bridge will be used by the Burlington 
and the Chicago & Great Western sys- 
tems. They will pay for the use of the 
bridge on the wheelage basis or according 
to the number of cars crossing it. 
“These payments are to be made direct- 
ly to the city of Des Moines. In that 
way the city keeps an exact account of 
the earnings of the bridge, and when the 
sutmn of $150,000 is realized from rental] that 
monoy will be paid to the St. Joseph, 
Albany and Des Moines railroad. 

“When the cost is thus defrayed the 
bridge becomes the property of the city 
and the rental accruing from it thereafter 
goes into the municipal treasury. 

‘There is always some railroad company 
ready to avail itself of the opportunity of 
better transportation facilities. 

“Such facilities St. Louis has not. Why, 
I recall only a& short time ago when a 
small parcel sent to me from Grand Rapids, 
Mich., was delayed in transit nearly three 
weeks by reason of the tnadequate termi- 
nal conditions at St. Louts.”’ 

Mr. Mordaunt has been identified 
railroad interests about 20 years.

WILL MORTON QUIT CABINET 


Taft’s Speech Gives Food for 
Thought to Delegates to 
Railway Congress. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—Railroad men 
attending the International Congress have 
manifested more signs of uneasiness on ac- 
count of the President’s revival of rate 
legislation agitation than they have e€x- 
hibited on account of anything any govern- 

ment officer has proposed. 

Expressing it in a slangy way, they 
*woke up’’ to the fact that the President 
and all the members of his Cabinet who 
@re real factors in the administration of 
affairs, except Secretary Morton, wre in 
earnest in their warnings that they had 
better go along with the popular movement 
for rate regulation if they wish to save 
themselves trouble. 

The speech Secretary Taft made to them 
Tuesday night was a staggerer, although 
they did not fully realize its tmport until 
after the incident was closed. The ciscus- 
sion of the incident in the lobbies cf the 
hotels was perceptibly greater and more 
earnest today. They had treated ibe :n- 
cident as if it were a breach of good man- 
ners on the part of the acting President to 
refer to the matter. Today they talked 
less about the propriety of the remarks and 
more about the weight that must be it- 
tached to them. 

A keen realization of the fact that Sec- 
retary Morton is not as much of a leader 
in the administration as many of them 
thought he was marked their discussions. 
The keenness of the realization was deep- 
ened by a revival of the reports that the 
Secretary of the Navy will soon leave the 
Cabinet on account of his disagreement 
with the President on the rate question. 

Railroad men are not alone in that be- 
lief. Some of Mr. Morton's fellow Cabinet 
officers believe that he will not continue 
{in office much if any beyond the Ist of 
July, the beginning of the fiscal year.

VACATION SCHOOL 


Forenoon Sessions for Six Weeks 
in the Jefferson, With Fre- 
quent Excursions. 


The Civic Improvement League's Play- 
grounds and Vacation Schools Committee 
will open a vacation school June 2% for 
six weeks in the Jefferson School building 
for the children in the crowded sections 
of the city. This has been made possible 
by the generous gifts of public-spirited. cit- 
izens and the free use of the school build- 
ing by the Board of Education. Sessions 
will be held only in the forenoon. Instruc- 
tion will be given in elementary manual 
training to the older boys; cooking and 
sewing to the older girls; while the small- 
er children will be busied with weaving, 
basket-making, drawing and painting.

The news that Sam Lobley had teen arrested on a charge of 
dishonestly obtaining $27,000 from the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Co. caused tremendous excitement among the directors. of 
the company. Wall street at first suspected that Lobley was an 
hitherto unknown dummy director who had decided to go into 
“high finance,” but when it was. discovered that he was a “rank 
outsider” and petty swindler the street was thrown into a frenzy 
of amazement and consternation. 

The street did not for a moment suspect that Lobley was a 
policy holder, because it was knewn that the most elaborate and 
ingenious safeguards had been devised to keep any policy holder 
from getting anything out of the company except what the di- 
rectors want to give him, but how anyone not a director, nor 
the relative, nor the partner of a director could absorb any of the 
funds of the company was the question which puzzled the street’s 
financial experts. 

The Hyde and Alexander factions charge each other with care- 
lessness, but both indignantly repudiate responsibility for the 
possibility of the escape of a dollar.

What Your Watch Does, 

If you open an ordinary gentleman’s 
Geneva horizental wateh you can see the 
balance about five-eighths of an inch tn 
diameter, which gives a _ three-quarters 
turn at every tick of the watch, so that 
the little pin seen in the balance travels, 
at every tick of the watch, about one 
and a half inches; and as a watch of that 
description has to make 18,000 vibrations in 
an hour, the little pin has to make a 
journey of about 10 miles every 2% hours. 
Now, well-made watches are generally ex- 
pected to go for two years, so the little 
pin in the balance would have made the 
long journey of 7300 (English) miles. The 
balance in a lever watch makes generally 
one and a half turns at every tick and, 
therefore, travels double the distance, viz.. 


14,600 miles.

JULIUS BAIER’S FUNERAL. 


Well-Known Uivil Engineer Had 
Been Identified With Many 
Projects. 


The funeral of Julius Baier, civil engi- 
neer, who died at Ruby, Mont., 
will take place eSaturday at 9:30 a. m. 
from the undertaking rooms of Henry 
Droste, at ‘Jefferson avenue and North 
Market street. Mr. Baler was 41 years of 
age, having been born in Peoria, Ill., but 
came to 8t. Louis with his parents when 
he was 10 years old. After graduating 
rom the St. Louis High School he entered 

Washington University, where he obtained 
a degree of civil engineer in 1885. 

He was prominently identified with many 
important works in this city, notably the 
reconstruction of the Eads Bridge, the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Elevated Rail- 
way, the St. Louis Coliseum and others. 

During the summer of 1898 he was taken 
sick ami was obliged to remove to Colo- 
rado for his health: after spending three 
years there he went to Montana to as- 
sume the position of general manager of 
the Conrey Placer Mining Co., which posi- 
tion he held at the time of his death. He 
was a member of the Engineers’ Club of 
St. Louls and the American Society of 
Clvil Engiveers.
